Babylonian Version Refers to, 
Forbidden Food, but Omits 
Eve and the Serpent.

Dr. Chiera of University of Penn- 
sylvania Translates Account 
Found in Nippur Library.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 24.—Dr. Ed- 
ward Chiera, Assistant -Professor of 
Assyriology of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, bas deciphered a Babylonian 
clay tablet of about 2100 B. C. which 
contained an account of the fall of man 
paralleling the account in Genesis in 
many particulars. 

The account is in the form of a dia- 
logue between a man and a god. It re- 
sembles the biblical story in references 
to a forbidden food, to the disobedience 
of man, to man’s unlawful attainment 
of knowledge, to his being driven into 
the desert and compelled to labor. His 
adoption of clothing as a result of 
knowledge is also indicated. 

The god—which Babylonian god is not 
indicated—drives man away in self-de- | 
rather than as‘a punishment. | 
Man is accused of aspiring to a place 
| with the gods, a theme which has been 
treated in other Babylonian literature. 








A Babylonian Prometheus. 


The moral consideration is unimpor- 
ant in the Babylonian legend, man’s po- 
sition being like that of “Prometheus, | 
who was a criminal in the eyes of a god, 
but. worthy of commendation from the 
point of view of man. 

There is no allusion in the dialogue 
just deciphered to the serpent or the 
tempter; but, according to Dr. Chiera, 
the serpent an horest’ friend and 
counselor of man, as the Babylonians 
looked at it. Other Babylonian texts 
tell of a god who befriended and advised 
man. Such a counselor of man has 
been metamorphosed - into the serpent 
in later versions of.the. Fall, or of the 
break between man and the gods, ac- 
cording to the theory of Dr. Chiera. 

“Tho date of this-tablet is about 2100 
or 2200 B. C.,’’ said Dr. Chiera. ‘‘ The 
writing of the Hebrew account took 
place, according to the best authorities, 
at some later date than 1000 B. C.”' 

The flood story in Genesis has been 
shown to be closely paralleled in the 
Babylonian epic, but this parallel is es- 
tablished with the help of records in the 
| library of Assur-ban-i-p&l, who lived 
long after Genesis had been written, and 
it has been contended by some scholars 
that the Babylonians took their story 
from the Hebrews. According to Dr. 
Chiera, parts of the epic have been found 
in writings far anterior to Genesis, ap- 
parently establishing the priority of the 
Babylonian account.

Tablet Is from the Nippur Library. 


The tablet is in the Sumerian language 
and formerly belonged to the library 
of the temple at Nippur, from which 
excavations for the University of Penn- 
| Sylvania Museum have recovered sev- 
eral thousand tablets. The Sumerian is 
believed to be the earliest language of 
the country, and with the Egyptian to 
to be the earliest written language, its 
progress from picture-writing to the use 
of an alphabet having been clearly traced. 

Since the deciphering of this tablet, 
Dr. Chiera has discovered other frag- 
| ments, apparently belonging to the same 
j legend or cycle of legends, in \which 
there are references to the invention of 
writing and to the beginning’ of civiliza- 


|tion. These, however, have not been 
}fully translated. Twelve or thirteen 
| other tablets have been found with simi- 
lar characteristics and words showing 
them to be of mythological character. 
| They are -believed to develop further 
| the early Babylonian mythology, and 
Dr. Chiera has started work on them. 
According to the Assyriologist, the 
ancient Babylonian story was apparent- 
ly taken rd by the Hebrews and ad- 
| Fusted to*fit their monotheistic system.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Oct. 24.—W. E. 
Townsend, who said he formerly was 
the ‘“‘ right-hand man” of William D. 


Haywood, head of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World, testified at the trial 
of ten members of that organization 
here today that he and other members of 
the I. W. W. conspired to send poisoned 
canned goods to the American soPiiers 
in #rance during the World War. 

Townsend, who was a surprise wit- 
ness for the State against the ter. who 
are charged with violation of the Stat2 
Criminal Syndicalism law, testified that 
in one of the big packing houses in Chi- 
cago 300 or 400 Industrial Workers were 
at- work @guring the war and that part 
of their task was to test canned goods 
before shipment. Instead of condemn- 
ing the cans, he said, the Industrial 
Workers would let them pass. 

‘*We wanted to cripple the packers 
and also we were opposed to the war,” 
Townsend testified. ‘‘' We used to say, 
*Let them poison Uncle Sam's damned 
gunners.’ "’ 

Further, to ruin food contained in the 
cans, Townsend said, the workers drove 
in the nails on the boxes so they would 
pierce the can, and nails were also 
driven through the boxes at places 
where they were not needed to ruin the 
contents. 

Under direction of Haywood, the wit- 
ness declared, he joined various fight- 
ing units of the army to spread I. W. W.

CHILD COMFORTS MOTHER 


Two Are in Court as She Weeps 
on the Stand—Jury Will 
Get Case Today. 


The case of three defendants on trial 
before Supreme Court Justice Charles 
W., Parker in Hackensack, N. J., for 
the murder of “ Handsome" Jack Ber- 
gin, moving picture actor, will probably 
go to the jury before noon today. That 
a verdict might be returned before to- 
night with the usual swiftness of ‘' Jer- 
Sey Justice ’’ became evident after Judge 
and jury yesterday had listened to the 
stories of the -three accused, George 
Cline, his brother-in-law, Charles

While Mrs. Cline was tearfully telling 
of her relations with Bergin, who was 


killed in a ‘“ duel’’ with Cline in the 
latter’s_ home in Edgewater, N. J., on 
Aug. 25 last, her two children, one a 
golden-haired girl of 7, were playing on 
seat in the crowded courtroom. As 
Cline left the witness stand and 


went to her seat, still sobhing,~ and 


| covering her face with her hands, the 


little girl went to her side with great 
solicitude and asked: 
‘“ What is the matter, mother? ”’ 
Occupying front seats. in the court- 
room were William Bergin, father, and 
Samuel.and James. Bergin, brothers of 


| the slain actor. 


Mrs. Cline’s story of her meeting with 
Bergin in a hotel at Saranac Lake was 
interrupted at frequent intervals by cry- 
ing, which apparently affected the. men 
on the jury more than the women.

the St. Regis Hotel, Saranac Lake, 
where my husband had taken me and 
the children, as well aga Bergin, for he 
had some locating work to do there 
for a Fox film picture,’’ said Mrs. Cline.

IN WILD WEST STYLE 


Refugees Form Circle of Wagons 
and Fire From Behind Them 
_at Assailants.

ence of the refugees of Dastern Thrace

reminiscent of the Indian fighting of the 
cary American settlers on the Western 
prairies. { spoke today with two 


refugees who were formerly members 
of the Near Hast Reltef farm colony 
near Rodosto. They had been in a 
refugee convoy which was attacked yes- 
terday by sixty mounted men. The 
battle lasted_three hours. The convoy 
of 400 refugees formed an irregular 
circle for protection; with the wagons 
and armed men as the circumference, 
and the women, children, cattle and 
sheep in the centre. 

The bandits rede round and round the 
circle at varying distances, firing and 
being fired upon. As the circle moved 
under pressure of the attack, the bandits 
eccasionally found an opportuniity to 
cut off a small segment and capture 
sheep, goats and oxen. It was an exact 
replica of the old Indian tactics. 

After three hours the appearance on 
the horizon of a British motor truck 
alarmed the bandits, who scurried off 
across the fields, breaking up into small 
groups and going in various directions. 

The marksmanship of the bandits was 
generally poor, and the refugees fired 
sparingly, owing to their small supply 
of ammunition. The total casualties on 
both sides were five killed and seven- 
teen wounded, according to my inform- 





ants. 

The difficulty which the allied detach- 
ments have in pursuing the bandits lies 
in the fact that they_vanish, completely 
as soon as pursued. Being without uni- 
forms they become simple peasants at an 
instant’s notice, and what was a fierce 
band in the morning appears like a 
peaceful column of refugees in the 
evening.

Boussenot says, “the freedom of the 
Straits will be only a vain word if the 
Turks are installed in Constantinople 
aya on the Bosporus, Our neighbors | 
prqclaim with logic that the Straits | 
should be open to navigation in peace 
and war, and they hold that France is 
in duty bound to support their action 
in order that Turkey may not hold the 
keys of the passage again, And they 
tell of the dangers in givihg guardian- 
ship to one power. 


“Such is our opinion, and it is with | 
great pleasure that we recognize the! 
justice of England’s attitude. But we} 
ask: Since the British Cabinet judges 


that in the interest of all the Dardanelles 
should remain always open, why should 
not France ask the same for the Suez 
Canal, a passggeway which, linking} 
Europe with Asia and the east coast of 
Africa and the Pacific, is more im- 
portant than the Straits? 

“There exists a convention signed Oct. 
29, 1888, which guarantees the freedom! 
of this canal, even in wartime, to the 
ships of all belligerents. How has this 
convention, to which the British Gov- 
ernment adhered in 1904, been applied? 
Up to the time England instituted her | 
protectorate over Egypt at the end of 
1914 it was Egypt who was charged; 
with seeing to the observance of the 
agreement. The day England took 
Egypt under her wing—and Egypt is 
still there—Great Britain became the 
sole guardian of the canal. She has 
troops there, the only nation which has. 
She maintains an effective military ma- 
chine along the coast. 

“Ia it thus that our neighbor under- 
stands the freedom of the Suez Canal? 
Can they say that the canal is free when 
an order from London can*close it? 

“ And at Gibraltar is it not England, 
and England alone, which can open or 
close the passage?

| | CURZON MAY BE A DUKE. 


Rumors Place Him First on Lloyd 
: George Honor List. 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (Associated Press). 
~The issuance of Mr. Lloyd George’s 
nenors list, which is expected tomorrow 
or Thursday, is awaited with great in- 
terest. 

It is persistently rumored that Marquis 
Curzon of Kedleston, who was Foreign 
Minister in Mr. Lioyd George’s Cabinet, 
js to be made a Duke. This would be a 
most remarkable incident, as the Duke- 
dom is the highest rank in the British 
Peerage, next only to the Royal Princes, 
and is an honor rarely conferred. The 
last Duke created was Westminster, in 
1874, 

The Marquis, who was born George 
Nathaniel Curzon, was made a Baron in 
1898, became an Harl in 1911 and re- 


ceived his present rank last year. He 
is 63 years old. 


Gossip also says that the immensely 
wealthy Sir Philip Sassoon is to be 
raised to the Peerage. He is the son of 
the great Anglo-Indian merchant, Sir 
Edward Sassoon, and was one of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s secretaries. Two of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s conferences with the 
French Premier were held at Sir Philip’s 
sumptuous house near Hythe. 

His sister is the Countess of Rocksav- 


age, two portraits of whom, one by Sar- 
gent, created a sensation in the last 
exhibition at the Royal Academy .

Curzon May Try New Method in 
Dealing With France. 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (Associated Press). 
-—No change is contemplated in the 
British reparations policy, according to 
statements in well-informed quarters 
today. The British, it is declared, will 
continue their endeavors for the re- 
habilitation of Europe, of which the 
viewpoint of British financiers has long

LONDON, Oct. 24.—The urgent need of 
a reduction of the recent reckless scale 
of expenditure was among the reasons 
given today by Reginald McKenna, re- 
turning from his political retirement, 


for the support of Mr. Bonar Law and 
the party of which he was a former op- 
ponent. He spoke at a non-partisan 
meeting of citizens of London and -em- 
phasized the fact that he made the 
speech only because he was convinced 
of the gravity of the situation. 

“There are occasions,’ he said, ‘‘when 
the state of our national affairs throws 
the imperative duty on every citizen to 
declare himself. As I see it the present 
situation is one of these rare occasions. 
I feel bound to speak today. 

‘*Our foreign trade upon which our 
prosperity depends is greatly disorgan- 
ized and we have in our industrial cen- 
tres an appalling degree of unemploy- 
ment with human suffering unparalleled 
in human history. 

*‘ With industry in this deplorable con- 
dition the national expenditure has been 
maintained on a reckless scale. [Cheers. ] 
It at no time could be justified, and to- 
day it is a positive danger to our eco- 
nomic stability. 

“Four years after the armistice a 
great part of Europe is still in ruins 
and so far from amendment conditions 
appear to.be getting worse. We have 
haq four years of peace and yet so 
little has been done during that period 
for reconstruction work in this country 
that today I am driven to the conclu- 
sion that no progress has been made.” 

The country, Mr. McKenna continued, 
needed a period of real peace, strict 
economy and such cordial international 
relations as were only possible as long 
as the good faith of British diplomacy 
was unassailable. Then after paying a 
compliment to Bonar Law's courage and 
promising the City’s support to Stanley 
Baldwin if appointed Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Mr. McKenna asked what 
were the alternatives to the new ad- 
ministration. In evident allusion to 
Lloyd George he said: 

“The first is a return to the Govern- 
ment led by a dominating personality 
and supported I know not for the mo- 
ment by what section of political 
J The fighting spirit may prove 
an immense asset to the nation in war 
but there can be little doubt of its un- 
suitability for government in time of 
peace.

The new Home _ Secretary, William 
Clive Bridgeman, had been Minister of 
Mines since 1920.

He gained 
his bureaucratic experience as private 
secretary of Lord Knutsford, Colonial 
Secretary, in the second Salisbury Gov- 
ment of 1889 and 1892.

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WARN TURKS AGAINST 
WHOLESALE EXECUTION 


Allies Appeal to Kemalists for 
Clemency to Ottoman Greeks 
Who Fought Them, 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 24 (Asso0- 
ciated Press).—All the Greek soldiers 
who were formerly Turkish subjects 
have been isolated by the Turkish Na- 
tionalists for trial by special military 
tribunals.. The prisoners are charged 
with high treason, according to advices 
received today by American relief agen- 
eles here. 

It is the fear in well-informed circles 
that these Greeks will be put to death 
im groups of a hundred or more. The 
allied High Commissioners, apprehend- 


ing something of the sort, have dis- 
patched an appeal to the Angora Gov~- 
ernment, asking that ‘‘ generosity be 
shown these prisoners’ and declaring 
that ‘‘a generous amnesty would not 
be regarded as a sign of weakness. 

The allied note, which is signed by 
France, England and Italy, follows: 

“Acting on instructions from their 
Governments, the allied High Commis- 
sioners ring to the notice of the An- 
gora Government that they have learned 
that Greek soldiers who are Ottoman 
subjects have been concentrated in‘ spe- 
cial barracks with ths object of trying 
them for high treason and sentencing 
them to death. 

‘While the High Commissioners do 
not desire to interfere in Turkish in- 
ternal affairs, nevertheless, from a pure- 
ly humanitarian viewpoint, they as 
that generosity be shown these prison- 
ers, and they draw to your attention 
that such single or mass executions 
would cause horrer in the whole civ- 
ilized world. Generous amnesty would 
not be regarded as a sign of weakness, 
but, on the contrary, as proof of the 
inauguration of a new policy tending 
to wipe out the unhappy past and bring 
a new era of peace.”

McAneny Declares Proposal 
Would Use Up All Available 
Credit of City.

| DISRUPTION, NO BENEFIT 


Shows How Board’s System Ac- 
quires Properties Mayor Would * 
Buy for $185,000,000. 


| Declaring that the disruption of the 
|city’s present transit System would re- 
sult from the adoption of the Mayor's 
transit pian, George MeAneny, Chalir- 
man of the Transit Commission, yester- 
| day cited eight specific instances in 
which he ‘said double fares would re- 
sult. 7 
Mr. MecAneny asserted that the com- 
mission's p.an for a unified system pro- 
vided for the gradual retirement of the 
companies’ investments until the proper- 
ties would come “scot free” to the 
| city and for the use of all the availabie 
| credit of the city for building new lines, 
| While the Mayor's plan provided for the 
use of all the city money fn sight to aid 
his scheme for municipal operation of 
all the existing lines he could tear 
away. 





Mr. McAneny said: 

“While cbstructing any workable plan 
of, immediate new subway building, 
Mayor Hylan has made it plain that if 
he were to have his way the existing 
dual system would be torn apart and 


double farss charged—some of the lines 
to be operated by the city for one 5- 
cent fare and some by the companies 
for other 5-cent fares. The Transit 
Commission has had a careful examina- 
tion made as to what the effect of his 
plan would be upon existing traffic. It 
appears, unter the Mayor’s plan, that: 
“1. The Interborough subway lines on 
the west side of Manhattan “would be 
separated from those on the east side 
) the elty through one of its departments 
;Operating the Broadway-Bronx line

the company continues to operate the

‘*2. Passengers taking trains on either

second Street. Passengers carried.from 
the downtown business district nortn 
inversely would do ilkewlse. 

‘*3. While passengers coming into 
Manhattan from the Borough of Queens 
could transfer north or south on Broad- 
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easily as part of a unified municipal 
system, in which no lines would be omit- 
ted, and all would be owned by the city. 
This, in fact, is the basis of the pro- 
posed general reorganization’ the Tran- 
sit Commission hes in view. And they 
could be taken in any later year just as 
readiiy as they could be taken in the 
tent} 

“In order to break off the city-owned 
lines from the existing dual system and 


to operate them separately, the city 
would be called upon to pay by 1927 the 
entire amount contributed by the com- 
panies as their share roavard the con- 
struction and equipment of the lines, 
with an additional 15 per cent., or, 
roughly, about $185,000,000. If this were 
done in the manner the Mayor proposes, 
and not under the Transit Commission's 
unification plan, all of this. money 
would have to be paid in cash, to be 
realized through the, sale of new city 
bonds. This expendifiice, whfle further 
encroaching upon the city’s limit of bor- 
rowing capacity, would add no new fa- 
cilities of any sort. The sole result ac- 
complished, so far, as such an ‘ invest- 
ment’ is concerned, would be a transfer 
of management of old lines from the 
present operators to the city administra- 
tion itself. 

“The next consideration of importance 
is that as the city, during the next! 
five years, could not possibly spare |

As the Mayor would hav? | 
it, actual building would thus be sacri- | 
ficed in return for the theoretical ad- | 
vantage of substituting city for company 
bonds in the ownership of the existing 
lines, and t very practical result of | 
the further breatipg up of the single | 
5-cent fare system. 

‘The new lines the oe ages pro- | 
poses to bulld will all link up with a, | 
capturable lines, and can be taken with | 
them at any time that such a step is) 
yroved to be to the city’s real xdvantage. 
The same thing might be said tor many 
of the lines proposed by the Mayor | 
which, for the most part, parallel the 
commission’s lines either in their actual 
layout, or in the sections to be served.

ever, is this, the commission’s plan pro- 
vides for the gradual retirement of the 
companies’ investments until the prop;

“The Mayor is getting down pretty 
low,’’ Mr. McAneny said. ‘‘ The tone 
of his talk this morning as well as his 
ideas about bus operation and budget 
making indicate clearly his theory that 
publie office is a matter of salary and 
perquisites. He may be assured that 
the conception of public office held by 
the Transit Commissioners is radically 
different. 

“The commission will continue to 
issue its statements, dealing with the 
facts and not personalities, as often as 
may prove necessary. To do exactly 
that and, so far as possible, to prevent 
the Mayor from further fooling the 
people, is a matter of public duty.”

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Oct. 24.— 
Supreme Court Justice Joseph Mofschau- 
ger filed a final order at White Plains 
tonight in which he fixed the allow- 
ances of Reféree Daniel J. Gleason, who 
decided against James A. Stillman in 
his suit against Mrs. Anne Urquhart 
Stillman, and algo allowed fees to John 
E. Mack as guardian for baby Guy 
Stillman, who was declared to be the 
legitimate child of Mr. Stillman. The 
banker had asserted that Fred Beau- 
vais, a Canadian Indian guide, was the 
fathér of the child, but the court order 
was against him. 

Justice Morschauser awarded to Mr. 
Mack as guardian $25,000 for his ser- 
vices and $4,901.14 for his disburse- 
ments, while Referee Gleason will re- 
ceive $22,200 for.his fee, the amount he 
asked. Justices Morschauser in his order 
spéaks of the " sinister ’’ attacks of Mr. 
Stillman upon the infant Guy’s name 
and upon Mrs. Stillman. 

*“The testimony also shows," said Jus- 
tice Morschauser, “that sinister influ- 
ences brought about the introduction of 
testimony against the defendants which

Commends the Guardian. 


“The Court desires to commend the 
guardian for the moder&te disburse~ 
ments made by him, for his modera- 
tion in asking the Court to fix the 
compensation for his services without 
any suggestion on the part of the 
guardian as to the amount, and upon 
the fact that the guardian, through all 
the litigation, refrained from asking the 
Court either for moneys for disburse- 


ments or moneys for services. 

‘“*The guardian seems to have acted 
upon the assumption that he was an 
officer of the Court, appointed to pre- 
merve the rights of the infant and to 
protect him against the assault upon his 
good name and property, and that it 
was his diflty to provide such protection 
and, at the termination of the ‘litiga- 
tion, submit and leave the entire ques- 
tion of the compensation for his ser- 
vices and disbursements of the Court ap- 
pointing him. 

“*In arriving at the value of the ser- 
vices rendered by the guardian, the 
Court must take into consideration his 
legal training and ability and his stand- 
ing as one of the*leaders of the bar, 
the value and amount of the subject 
matter of the action, the extent of his 
services, the ability shown in carrying 
out the defense of the infant and the 
result of the action to the party. 

“It appears by. his affidavit, and 
without contradiction or criticism, that 
his services have continued for two 
years, requiring almost daily attention. 
The action was most unusual. ‘The 
plaintiff and the adult defendant were 
persons of high social standing and 
great wealth. The ulteries charged 
against the adult defendant were al- 
leged to have been committed in vari- 
ous parts of the United States and 
Canada, and all of the alleged adul- 
teries were set forth during the trial 
as competent and important evidence 
against the infant defendant, because, 
as alleged, they tended to show the 
close relations between the aduit de- 
fendant and the alleged father of the 
infant defendant. The period covered by 
the charges extended over-the years 
1936, 1917, 1918, 1919 and the early part 
of the year 1920, 


The Guardian’s Task. 


“(Witnesses were called by the plain- 
tiff whose testimony sought to estab- 
lish the charges of adultery during the 
period above mentioned. In defense of 
the infent defendant and of the adult 
defendant, witnesses were brought from 


various parts of New York State and 
from other States, and the testimony of 
witnesses résidiag in the Dominion of 
Canada was taken at Montreal,

Expenditures of the Plaintiff, 

“The willingness of the plaintiff or 
of his agents to expend money in con- 
siderable amounts, and regardless of the 
value of the services, in furthering the 
plaintiff's wishes is shown by the rec- 
ord, and the plaintiff’s' own witness on 
cross-examination admitted the pay- 
ment of $15,000 of the [enrages money 
to purchase alleged evidence against the 
defendants. 

‘To meet these sinister attacks upon 
the infant’s name, unusual diligence, 
ability and industry were required of the 
guardian. How well he met such re- 
quirements is attested by the result. 
Numerous trips*to Canada, New York 
City and Yonkers were made, and the 
services of his office staff and employes 
were freely given in furtherance of the 
infant’s defense. The record attests his 
ability in the examination of witnesses 
and shows his grasp and knowledge of 
the facts and circumstances relating to 
the case. 

‘““The importance of the case to the 
infant defendant was twofold. First, 
and of paramount importance, was his 
name and ‘birthright; ‘second, was the 
right of inheritance in certain trust 
funds created under the will of the 
father of the plaintiff. It appears that, 
under the will of James Stillman, a 


‘trust fund of $9,681,000 was set apart, 


the income to be pea to the plaintiff 
during his life and, on his death, the 
said trust fund was to be divided into 
&s many parts as there were children 
of the plaintiff. Bach chiid was to have 
the use of one of such parts during his 
life, and, under the existing conditions, | 
on the death of the plaintiff, the infant 
defendant would be entitled to the use 
of one-quarter of said trust fund dur- 
ing his life, and, after his death, it 
would go to his descendants. 

‘Tt also appears that the said infant 
has a vested interest in two trust funds 
of $3,394,000 each, given to him abso- 
lutely on the death of two sisters of 
James A. Stillman and of said James 
A. Stillman, the vested interest of said 
infant in each of said trust funds being

nearly $6,000,000 into the budget for sal- 
@ry increases, an analysis of the figures 
disclosed yesterday when the tentative 
lists were made public. , 

The increases for personal service 
Gmount to $5,838,855.85, which is more | 
than half of the $11,000,000 increase in | 
the budget over the appropriations for | 
the present year. The rhandatory in- 
creasés provided for by the Legislature 
amount to $2,890,781.39. The remaining 
$3,448,062.46 represents the arbitrary sal- 
ary increases provided for by the budget ! 
makers at their various sessions behind 
closed doors. The record does not show 
at what sessions of the Burget Commit- 
tee these increases were ordered. 

All the increases are in departments 
that come directly under the Mayor’s 
supervision and are headed by the Com- 
missfoners who failed to obtain their in- 
Creases from $7,500 to $10,000 a yeay. 
The increases allowed members of the 
Fire and Police Departments alone are 
mandatory. The increases granted by 
the Mayor and his fellow Budget Com- 
mittee members are:. 

Police Department, $1,912,576.56; Fire 
Department, $478,204.83: Public Welfare 
Department, $555,470.58: Health Depart- 
ment, $11,647; Correction Department, 
$20,961; Department of Plant and Struc- 
tures, $916,678.81; Department of Docks, 
$56,950.75; Department Water Supply, 
Gas and Electricity, $647,521.50; Depart- 
ment of Street Cleaning, $1,060,341.00; 
Tenement House Department, $29,486; 
Accounts Department, $17,486; License 
Department, $2,427, and Department of 
Public Markets, $129,093.73. 

The department which received the 
smallest increase is the Department of 
Licenses, headed by John Gilehrist, who 
ig Treasurer of a Citizens’ Committes 
for ex-Governor Alfred E. Smith. 
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Mayor Calls Newspaper Men, 


The Mayor was plainly provoked 
yesterday at criticisms of the budget 
made by the Citizens Union. Just before 
the Board of Estimate went into secret 
session to consider the budget the 
Mayor sent for newspaper men and said 
he had disclosures of importance to 
make. Excitedly waving a printed 
Pamphlet he shouted: 

“I see the Citizens Union haa had 
gwomething to say again about the budget. 
I want the people to know that the Citi- 
sens Union is composed of three men, 
one of whom is Wallstein, who started 
that investigation of the Meyer commit- 
tee which cost the citizens half a million 
dollars, of which he grabbed for himself 
$17,000. The head of the Citizens Union 
fe one Schiecffelin, and those who want 
to know about him and certain wet 
woods will be interested in this pam- 
phiet. I'll read this wine list and 
prices.’’ 

The Mayor then read a Hst of wines 
and liquors which Schieffelin & Co., 
wholesale druggists, supply to the retall 
@rug store trade. 

“I’m going to notify the Pollee De- 
partment of those wines and Hquors,”’ 
gaid the Mayor’ emphatically. beh? 
thought. that Schieffelin & Co, were 
wholesale druggists. It is interesting to 
let the people know what some people 
under the Volstead act are doing. It 
fg a joke when the Citizens Union at- 
tempts to criticize those persons who 
are making up the budget. I don’t see 
them criticising the enforcement of the 
prohibition law.” a 

Controller Cralg interrupted the 
Mayor to say that the information con- 
tained in the pamphlet was ‘too good 
to herald to the public at large.” Mur 
ray Hurlbert, President of the Board 
ef Aldermen, then remarked: “ This 
will cause ea traffic block. all ‘around 
Behieffelin’s building."’ 

The Board of Estimate then went into 
gecret session. 

When Mr. Schieffelin was shown the 
Mayor's statement at his place of bubi- 
ness, 170 William Street, he said: 

‘‘'We are obeying the Volstead act 
ebsolutely.”’ 

‘* How about the List of alcoholic bev- 
erages?”’ 

“We only. send out a list to retail 
@ruggists who have permits under ‘the 
Volstead act. They are known as per- 
mitted’ druggists.”’ 

Later in the Way the Mayor issued a 
statement advising the Citizens Union 
to investigate the payroll of the Transit 
Commission. 

‘*The newspapers this morning,’’ he 
gaid, ‘‘follow the false leads of the 
Citizens Union in explaining why the 
proposed budget for next year is higher 
than the final budget for this year. The 
Citizens Union in its statement made 

o reference to the many millions of 

ollars of mandatory payments imposed 
on the City of New York by the State 
a islature that must be included in the 

udget, nor did it make any reference 
to the fact that among those mandatory 
payments is a total of $2,500,000 appro- 
riated by the city for the Transit 
ommission to be spent mainly for sal- 
aries this year. This amount must be 
and is included in the 1923 budget now 
fn course of preparation and about 
which the Citizens Union makés no com- 
plaint. 

‘The Transit Commission has been 
in existence about eighteen months, 
@uring which time it received, mainl 
oer salaries, more than $3.700.000. Th 
e at the rate of about $2,500,000 a year, 
which is as large a sum spent for the 
game purpose by any previous Transit 
Commission or predecessor, the Public 
Bervice Commission, which had _ the 
Tegulation of ‘gas and_ electric com- 
panies, as well as traction companies, 
@s part of its functions and duties. The 


present Transit Commission has nothing 
whatever to do with gas and electric 


companies. -Thees utilities corporations 
are supposed to be regulated by the 
Public Service Commission, the em- 
ployes of which are paid by the State, 
the City of New York contributing more 
than 7 er rent. two commis- 
sions cost the people about $4,000, a 
year—thanks to Governor Miller’s 
‘economy.’ 


Calls Salaries Forced Upon City. 


“Not a single mile of new subways 
has been constructed under the State 
Transit Commission, which has a pay- 
roll of about $200,000 a month for engi- 


neers, inspectors, &c. The gd con- 
atruction work now under way is that 
which was provided for in the dual stb- 
way contracts nine years ago. The Mc- 
Aneny commission was created under 
the Knight-Adler bill, which is man- 
datory so far as salaries of employes 
are concerned and which outlines a pro- 
gram for a so-called ‘ unification’ of 
traction lines in New York City, which 
is solely for the benefit of the traction 
corporations and not tor the city or the 
peru. If Governor Miller is defeated 
or re-election the Transit Commission 
will. go out of business, because no suc- 
ceeding Governor would dare continue It 
in office at the public expense involved, 
nor would a succeeding Governor dare 

fill the traction program outlined in 

¢ law creating the commission. 

“ Chairman McAneny has been work- 
irg overtime with Transit Commission 
stenographers and typewriters getting 
ouf statements assailing me and the 
Board of Hstimate for our opposition to 
the McAneny-Miller junk traction pro- 

ayn. He draws $15,000 a year, out of 
he people for his public gervice to the 
traction corporations ane/ ts, therefore, 
well paid as traction press agent. His 
two associate Commissioners draw 

15,000 a year each also—as much as the 

ayor or Controller of New York City— 
both a@lected by the people. If Mr. Mc- 
Aneny were able to put over ,the trac- 
tion plan coors the F506 00 008 ek 
from $350,000,000 to $600,000,000, and 
which is ilegal and unconstitutional 
and could never be sustained in the 
courts, his services to the traction ring 
would be worth many millions of dollars. 

“The Citizens’ Union should investt- 
ate e payroll of the State Transit 

ommission and should disclose the 
sinecures that are contained therein. 
One of these is the job held by Lincoln 
T. Andrews at $10,000 a year as exec- 
utive manager. I would ‘like to know 
which executive he manages. There are 
many other sinecures that should be 
ripped out of the Transit Commissiun 
payroll, but until the Legislature itsclf 
does this the City of New York fs help- 
less and must pay the salaries fixed by 
the commission tself, under the com- 
puision of law.’’

Here is his latest decision, as given 
out in Philadelphia yesterday:

Saturday, Oct. 21, I discovered that I 
had made a wrong ruling in connection 
with the touchdown I allowed New York 
University on a Columbia kick, which

Suit Over Friar Rock Ends ; 
Owners Agree to Compromise 


The trial of the suit brought by 
John B®. Madden against J. H. Rossi- 
ter, California sportsman, for a dis- 
solution of their partnership “in the 
ownership of Friar Rock, the noted 
stallion, came to an end before Su- 
preme Court Justice Gavegan yester- 
day when, after Mr. Rossiter had 
testified, the Court said: xem 

‘‘ After hearing all the evidence, I 
have come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Madden has been damaged to the ex- 
tent of almost a full season through 
departure from the terms of the 
agreement to ‘alternate possession of 
Friar Rock for periods’ of two’ years 
each I suggest that Mr. Rossiter 
and Mr, Madden make & new ‘agree- 
ment, giving the stallion over to Mr. 
Madden ‘for one year to begin with, 
and then adding the two years’ pos- 
session to which he would be entitled 
anyhow. That means, as Friar Rock 
was turned over to him in June, 1921, 
that he would remain in possession 
of him until June, 1924; after which 
he would go to Mr. Rossijter’s ranch 
for two years,"* 

Mr. Rossiter odnsidered the sugges- 
tion a moment and then said, ‘I 
consent.’’ Mr. Madden had already 
approved the suggestion, and the 
Court directed the attorneys to pre- 
pare an order to that effect.

Street, last night. A meeting between 
these experts has been a subject of dis- 
cussion for some months, and the con- 
cluding negotiations were quickly 
brought to a head under the direction 
of Captain L. Rodney Berg, Treasurer 
of the Marshall Chess Club, Inc., who, 
with H. Helms, editor of The American 
Chess Bulletin, witnessed the document 
to which the two principals attached 
their signatures. 

The match will be one of eighteen 
games, draws not counting, of which 
four will be played in New York and 
the remaining fourteen in other cities 
to be selected by the challenger—prob- 
pm Philadelphia, Cleveland, Chicago 
and New Orleans, The amount of the 
purse will be $5,000, the bulk of which 
will be raised by™Lasker. Alrick H. 
Man, President of the Marshall Chess 
Club, Inc., was named as stake-holder. 

The date for the beginning of the 
match is March 15 next, but the amount 
of the purse must be déposited by Dec.

LOOSE TALK OF “ BANKRUPTCY.” 

The reported discussion by the Ger- | 
man Cabinet whether the Government | 
had. not best “ declare bankruptcy 
in the matter of reparations seems 


lafgely to concern a matter of termi- | 
nology. Such a declaration would not 
| greatly alter the situation as it has 
existed ever since the Government’s 
; announcement to the Reparation Com- 
mission that “ Germany under pres-

matter of fact, the use of the word 
|** bankruptcy " as applied to European | 
nations has of late become so ex-

Use of the word might possibly be 
defended in these cases. But if Eng- 
land and France were bankrupt in 
1920, because their paper currencies 
were not redeemed in gold and were 
selling at a discount, then the United 
States was also bankrupt between 
1862 and 1879. Moreover, since the 
Entente States and Germany were still 
raising loans and paying their ordi- 
nary bills, bankruptcy did not seem 
exactly to describe their situation. 
Yet bankruptcy of Governments is a 
condition which has been accurately 
defined in the international finance of 
the past half century. Turkey, China, 
Greece, Portugal—not to mention the 
Central American States — have re- 
peatedly during that period defaulted 
on interest payments on loans regu- 
larly floated by them in foreign mar- 
kets. As a result, the bondholders 
intervened, reorganized the debt and, 
with the consent of the defaulting 
Government, appointed committeés to 
supervise certain public revenues of 
the bankrupt State and set aside the 
sum requisite for the new engage- 
ments. This was clearly ‘ bank- 
ruptcy ’’; indeed, even the procedure 
of ordinary bankruptcy law was ob- 
served in that the Governments ac- 
tually went into the hands of re-

A NOBLE’ WOMAN. 


Tribute to a Notable Figure in the 
Musical Life of New York. ~ 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On Sept. 28 of this year there passed 
from us, in the death of Miss Elinor 
Comstock, a spirit of such rare quality 
that I feel sure that her host of friends 
in New York and elsewhere will wel- 
come a brief tribute in their stead by 
one who knows all that she stood for 
in this community for more than thirty 
years. She was an individual type, 
standing quite apart from her fellows 
and from her time. She was one of 
those who in defense of that individu- 
ality barricaded the doors of the mind 
against what we seem obliged to read 
and know of the sordid, tragic and de- 
grading facts of the day. To pass but 
@ quarter of an hour with her was to 
be lifted into an atmosphere where 
everything was sweet and gracious and 
beautiful. An intellectual woman, and 
reverencing intellect in others, her per- 
sonality, wholly without self-conscious- 
ness, had a distinct dignity—a trait too 
often lacking in this land of good- 
} fellowship—and a poise that held her 
far above the plane of empty gossip 
and careless scandal and all the de- 
pressing things of life. It was as if 
she had said: ‘I will make a covenant 
with mine eyes that they see no evil; I 
will make a covenant with mine ears 
that they hear no evil.’"’ Indeed, there 
was about her somewhat of the impres- 
sion of an abbess. 

I first met her when she came to New 
York to establish herself as a teacher 
after her return from Vienna, where 
she had been for some years studying 
the piano under Leschetitzky, and where 
| she-had met the young Paderewski, of 
whom she then prophesied that he 
would soon become the supreme figure 
on the musical horizon. The great 
pianist later became her friend, and 
when in New York frequently visited 
her school at Ejightieth Street an 
Madison Avenue, which she had found- 
ed and to which she gave herself unre- 
servedly. One of her pupils, who had 
had no other instructor, was told by 
a distinguished virtuoso in Paris: ‘‘ You 
are thoroughly grounded; you have 
absolutely nothing to unlearn,’’ 

In her last years she suffered intense 
physical pain, which she bore in heroic 
silence, taking refuge from it in her 
music, well illustrating the saying that 
‘“one who has learned an art in his 
youth can never be wholly unhappy.” 
Another great source of happiness was 
her close companionship with the girls 
of her school, whom she won at once 
by her unfailing sympathy, and over 
whom she had a marked spiritual in- 
fluence, suggesting Mrs. Browning's 
lines: 

‘““She never 
implied 
Your wrong by her right, and yet girls 

by her side 
Grew nobler, men purer, as all through 

the town 
The children were gladder that pulled 
at her gown.’’

NO MIRACLES, HE ASSERTS 


Episcopal Clergyman Declares That 
the Holy Gommunion Was “Orig- 
inaily a Cannibal Feast.” 


There came from the press of the Mac- 
millan Company, this city, last week, a 
book by the Rev. Dr, Samuel D. Me- 


; Connell, rector emepitus of All Souls’ 


Episcopal Chureh, St: Niehelags Avenue 
and 114th Street, this city, and still a 
member of the Diocese of New York, in 
which the author denles practically all 
the cardinal dottrines of the Christian 
faith. It is entitled ‘‘ Confessions of 
an Old Priest.’’ Dr, McConnell is now 
living at Easton, Md., and has just com- 
pleted his gojdén jubilee in the Epigco- 
pal priesthood. From 1886 to 1902 Dr, 
MeConnell was rector of Holy Trinity 
Episcopal Church, Brooklyn. 

Dr. McConnell repudiates the divinity 
of Christ, says miracles never ‘'‘ hap- 
pened,'’ and that the Hely Communion 
was “' originally a cannibal feast.'’ 

This feast, Dr. McConnell wrote, later 
became humanized and had nothing to 
do with Christ or His teaching. 

Further, of the Lord’s Supper, the 
clergyman wrote: ‘‘ It reaches backward 
through the heathen cult of Asia and 
backward through all the ages 
and involving all the peoples of the 
earth; called by the name of Moses or 
it has 
always been the same: redemption by 
sacrificial blood and union with di- 
vinity by sacrificial symbols." 

One of the chapters of the book is 
headed, ‘‘ The Ethics of Miracles.’"” Un- 
der the caption of ‘' Miracles Never 
Happen,'’ Dr. MeConnell says: 

‘“‘IT have become convinced that mir- 
acles do not happen, never have hap- 
pened and ought not to happen, () 
take an instance: The Twelfth Chapter 
of the Acts of the Apostles tells the 
story of Peter being delivered from 
prison by the miraculous interpretation 
of an angel. It appears, therefore, that 
the miracle by which Peter and the 
church profited was secured at the cost 
of the lives of a dozen innocent soldiers 
who had never heard the name of Peter 
or of his Master.

When the Oscar II of the Scandi- 
navian-Ameriean Line arrived yesterday 
at her pier in Hoboken from Copen- 
hagen and Christiania Captain A. J. 
Schmidt reported that John Paul Stal- 
lensen, a young Danish college grad- 
uate, who had shipped before the mast 
to gain experience for a nautical story 
he .was writing, fell off the hurricane 
deck into the North Sea and was 
drowned. 

On the afternoon of Oct. 14, two days 
out, Stallensen was on watch and no- 
ticed that one of the boat lashings had 
got adrift and he climbed over the rail 
to make it fast.

When the Republican campaign was 
officially opened in St. Louis a few 
weeks ago, just one Republican speaker 
mentioned the name of the Senatorial 
candidate. Last night Governor Hyde 
of Missouri, with Governor Morrow of 
Kentucky, as a visiting attraction, spoke 
here in behalf of the Re ublican candi- 
dates. They lambasted ed and blamea 
the Democrats generally for everything 
that is wrong in th® country. The St. 
Louis Globe Democrat in its account of 
the meeting states that not more than 
400 persons attended it and that Re- 
publican city leaders made themselves 
conspicuous by their absence. 
Reed people assert that this is a ¢urther 
indication of the trend 
and the Republicans privately do not 
deny that it looks that way. 

Charles Nagel, who was Secretary of 
the Interior in President Taft’s Cabinet, 
is for Reed. He issued a_ statement 
Sunday denouncing the Republican 
Party, a party, he asserts, that is with- 
out leadership. He did not mention 
Reed. He said today that he was going 
to vote for Reed. : 

Frederick Lehmann a former Solicitor 
General of the United States, is another 
prominent Republican who is reported 
to be about ready to quit the Brewster 
camp, and there are others. It looks 
like a tie so far as the desertion of 
prominent men is concerned. 

Wet Republicans Weavering. 

The Reed people are claiming St. Louls 
by a majority of anywhere from 25,000 
to 40,000. They say that for every old- 
line Democrat of the type of Francis or 
Walls who leaves the party in this fight 
they will gain two ‘‘ wet ’’ Republicans, 
and the primary totals indicate that St. 
Louis is about 2 to 1 wet. St. Louis 
and Kansas City, the Reed camp con- 
tends, will offset any losses that Reed 
will sustain in the Democratic counties 
in other parts of the State. 

One of the best-informed Democrats in 

the State, who is supporting Reed, said 
last night that in’ bis opinion Reed 
would lose about 400 votes to a county 
in the rock-ribbed Democratic communi- 
ties. This loss, however, he said, would 
be offset by Republican accessions, par- 
ticularly in the strong Republican river 
counties, 
The Brewster people admit that Reed 
will get - great’many Republican votes 
in certain. counties, particularly in 
those where the Germans form a large 
of the population, but Brewster s 
inroads in the Democratic strongholds, 
they maintain, will more than make 
good these losses. 

Another feature of this rip-roaring 
campaign is that one seldom hears any 
thing about President Harding.

“an expresgion of public confidence "’ if 
the people of the State thought that in 
the carrying out of them he had ful- 
filled his promise of ‘' go¥ernment to 
serve.”’ 

This record of performance the Gov- 
ernor contrasted with former Governor 
Smith’s ‘‘ excuses for non-performance.”’ 
and-told his audience it was up to the 
voters to say whether they wanted the 
work finished. 

“You nave a political duty to perform 
that is juyt as important as any duty 
that your public officials have to per- 
form,’’ he said. ‘* You cannot expect 
them to perform their duty unless you 
perform your duty by saying by your 
vote what you want."’

BINGHAMTON, N. Y., Oct. 24.—Be- 
fore about 2,000 men and women who 
packed themselves into the Binghamton 
High School auditorium, built to ac- 
commodate 1,500, Alfred E. Smith de- 
clared tonight that Governor Miller had 
been more subservient to the dictates 
of the Republican machine than any 
State Executive in recent history.

Mr. Smith 
rode in, a flag-draped open automobile, 
beside which walked twelve young wo- 
men holding white streamers tied to 
the machine, Fully 1,000 persons 
marched behind, carrying banners and 
placards. Several thousand others lined

In beginning his address, Mr. Smith 
alluded to the report that Secretary of 
State Hughes and other members of the 
Harding Administration were to lend a 
hand in this campaign..« 

‘* During my trip through the State,’’ 
he said, ‘‘ I have found a strong Demo- 
cratic trend> It is our year, and we are 
going to win. The Republicans are so 
impressed with this fact that they have 
sent an S O S to Washington so that 
the foundering ship of state may be 
rescued from the rocks by some of the 
pilots who scuttled the national ship. 

‘Tt is interesting to me to hear Gov- 
ernor Miller talk about my playing the 
baby act. The campaign, so far as it 
has progressed, clearly indicates that he 
is the one that needs the nursing bottle. 
It must amuse the citizens generally to 
hear him talk about the United States 
Trucking Corporation that employs me, 
when they all know that, while I have 
been employed by one corporation on a 
salary, he has been’ fighting for them 
all under the guise of what he is pleased 
to call service. 

“In his speech at Canandaigua the 
Governor took me to task for signing 
the income tax. There is a point to 
which every political debate can be car- 
ried before it becomes ridiculous, and 
Governor Miller has lost track of that 
particular point. What the people are 
anxious to know is why he did not 
either repeal the income tax or modify 
it, in view of the alleged saving that he 
boasts so much about. 

“The highest power of government 
is its right to tax its people. It is a 
power that should be carefully and dis- 
ecreetly used. If the Governor is correct 
in his great boast of economy, and if he 
has saved any part of the millions he 
claims to have saved, why did he not 
only impose all of the taxes that were | 
levied under my Administration, but 
commit the indefensible act of increas- 
ing them and adopting new sources of 
taxation? 





Miller on Patronage. 


“The people of the State will have 
difficulty in refraining from laughter 
when they read of the Governor's re- 
marks about patronage and the claims 
upon me by members of my party, in 
wiew of his own record. Assuming a 
high and lofty position, dictating and 


parading before the people of the State 
as a great independent in _ political 
thought, as well as political action, Gov- 
ernor Miller has in reality been meekly 
subservient to tke leaders.of his party 
who demanded patronage as their share 
of his victory. 

‘He retained the inefficient and in- 
competent officials of the Department 
of Agriculture in obedience to-the de- 
mands of the political machine, and 
attempted to square that action. by the 
creation of an additional place. He took 
the Highway Department, divorced from 
politics under my Administration, and 
turned it back to be the ready tool of 
the organization in the various counties 
which had manipulated highway con- 
struction work and highway mainten- 
ance work, to the end that the small 
sub-bossiets in the different counties 
might claim their quota of the places 
they thought they were entitled to, 
leaving the greater and larger question 
of service to the State to remain sub- 
ordinate to the demands of the local 
political bosses.’’

HIDDEN GOLD HALTS 
TRADE, SAYS PAISH 


British Economist Believes 
Shipments From Europe 
Are Held in Treasury. 


WANTS US TO SELL SHIPS 


He Criticises’ Tariff and Immigra- 
tion Laws, but Declares for 
Prohibition. 


Sir George Paish, noted British econ- 


|omist, who came to this country to be 


one of the principal speakers at the 
annual convention of the ‘American 
Manufacturers’ Export Association, 
which opens today, declared at the 
Hotel Vanderbilt yesterday that the en- 
living from hand to 
mouth. He said the total volume of 
production was much below what it was 
during the war and surplus stocks of 
manufactured stuff were exhausted. 
However, he said he considered condi- 
tions much better than at any time since 
the big slump which culminated in 1921. 

Sir George laid great stress on .obser- 
vations he said he had made since arriv- 
ing here of an apparent plan of the Ad- 
ministration to ‘‘hide the gold which 
has been sent here from Europe in the 
Treasury vaults.” ‘ 

“A great quantity of gold has been 
sent here from England,’ said the 
speaker. “Through the channels of 
Great Britain alone you have received 
something like $200,000,000 in gold, in 
addition to the $50,000,000 in gold we 
of Great Britain have paid in interest 
recently. From what I can observe that 
sold has not been put into the Federal 
Reserve banks, but has been going into 
the Treasury, probably to prevent an 
inflation of your gold reserve and sup- 
ply. This tends to stifle world trade. 

“Were this money at work you would 
have easy money in this country. You 
would. have better trade conditions and 


lower prices that would create a condi- 
tion that would enable British goods 
to flow over the tariff barrier that has 
been erected. The entire world is suf- 
fering from the lack of buying power 
together with the lack of credit and 
loss of credit. If nations lke America 
refuse to buy they only add to the mis- 
fortune caused by the war. It prevents 
recovery and intensifies depression. 
Taking down the tariff barriers by 
nations and other trade restrictions 
would be the first steps necessary to a 
restoration of foreign exchange. 
to urge that these trade barriers be 
lowered and that commerce of the world 


be restored to normal that I have come! 


to this country at this time. It is the 
barriers that have been erected by the 
politicians that have dammed the cur- 
rents of commerce. Once they are re- 
moved the peace and prosperity of the 
world will be again resumed. 

** At the present time British shipping 
is very bad, I might add that the pres- 
ent income from shipping to British 
capital is the lowest it has been in 
modern times and that, of course, is the 
best indication of the trend of trade. 
Each country should do the things it is 
clearly fitted to do, and a country like 
this that is so well fitted for other 
things does not need to care about ship- 
ping. I have nothing but unstinted 
praise for your shipbuilding program 
in the war, as without these ships we 
might have starved in England, but I 
would suggest to this country that they 
now regard these ships as a war prod- 
= and sell them for whatever they will 

ring. 

Se Your immigration policy is a great 
misfortune. It is stopping the normal 
functions of labor. It seems to be in 
line *with all the nations of the world 
who are apparently doing all they can 
to stifle the trade of the world. With 
free immigration your country would 
increase production and thereby better 
the country as a producer and as a 
market for Europe. Of course, there is 
something to be said on the other side 
if the country_is overpopulated, but at 
present there is abundant room in the 
world for all people and unlimited 
chances for development. 

‘* Prohibition is an economic question. 
There are two reasons for this. First, 
we must all admit that the working 
classes will command from now on a 
greater share of the world’s goods than 
they have been getting” before. Secondly, 
the difficulty of securing capital from 
the classes that formerly supplied cap- 
ital will be exceedingly difficult, be- 
cause of taxes and fear of the future. 
Therefore, unless the working people 
make savings and provide capital, world 
business will be at a standstill. They 
can only make savings by denying them- 
selves pleasures, which include drink. 
In England today they spend from 
£400,000,000 to £500,000,000 on drink. If 
half that amount were saved in England 
and elsewhere among the nations the 
problems of the world would be solved. 
As an economist I consider prohibition 
is necessary and inevitable.”’ 

He added that if the TEighteenth 
Amendment proved successful here 
Great Britain would have prohibition 
in a few years. He said that if such a 
law were passed in England it would 
be obeyed, as the British stand for law 
above everything. 

Sir George will sail for home on Satur- 
day. He will be a candidate of the 
Liberal Party on a free trade platform 
for Parliament in the constituency of 
the Central Division of Glasgow, Scot- 
Tand, which includes the exchange or 
business district of that city.

on conditions in Europe. 

The conference, as set forth in the 
formal invitation made public yesterday 
by the State Department, is intended te 
carry out the principles of the Washing- 
ton conference on limitation of arma- 
ment. The agenda includes discussion 
of the prior Washington agreements 
with a view to taking similar action 
with regard to these Latfn American 
countries. As none of the Central Amer- 
ican countries has a navy worthy of the 
name, the discussion must be confined 
almost entirely to measures for the limi- 
tation of armed forces on land. 

This was conceded at the White House 

today. There was no formal statement. 
What was said was in an informal, oral 
way by an Administration spokesman 
and cannot be given official signifi- 
;cance, but it may be accepted as repre- 
| senting the view of President Harding. 
| The Central American conference, it 
was said, would embrace economia, 
political and social questions and could 
properly be regarded as an extension of 
the drive made by this Government in 
the previous Washington gathering 
against the, maintenance of large mili- 
tary establishments. This Government, 
it was said in response to a question, 
would rejoice to see the diminution of 
land armaments in Europe and would 
be glad if the Central American con- 
ference should lead to that.

From whta was said today in official 
quarters, it is apparent that the Central 
American conference has purposes more 
far-reaching than was supposed when 
its approach was told to the press by 
the State Department yesterday. In it- 
self it may have only a limited applica- 
tion to the question of limitation of land 
armament and the adjustment of intere 
national disputes. It is in its broader 
application, however, that its possible 
consequence to world peace obtains im- 
portance. 

In the minds of some Administration 
officials the question of land armament 
is interlocked with the question of al- 
lied government indebtedness to the 
United States. From one point of view 
the maintenance of large armies by cer- 
tain European nations is responsible for 
their inability to meet their obligations 
to the United States Treasury. It might

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BLAGKJACK VICTIM, 
SAID DYING LAWYER 


Friends Ask Inquiry Into Death 
of Charles S. Calligan, For- 
mer Aid to Whitman.

Case Diagnosed at Bellevue as 
Paralysis— Brain Tumor 
Revealed by Autopsy. 


The belief that Charles 8. Calligan, 
former Assistant District Attorney un- 
der Charles 8S. Whitman, died on Mon- 
day in Bellevue Hospital from injuries 
inflicted with a blackjack by some crim- 
inal he sent to jail years ago is enter- 
tained by relatives and friends of Mr. 
Calligan, who are asking the police and 
the District Attorney to make a fur- 
ther investigation of his death. Mr. 
Calligan told the doctors at Bellevue 
that’ he had been blackjacked, but he 
also told them he had suffered a stroke 
of paralysis several months ago, 80 his 
case was diagnosed as paralysis. 

An autopsy was performed yester- 
day by Dr. Charles Norris, Chief Med- 
fecal Examiner. He said it was quite 
likely that Mr. Calligan had been black- 
jacked, but that it was equally possible 
he had died of natural causes. Dr. 
Norris said he was unwilling to say 
that the former 4zelstant District At- 
torney had died from injuries due to 


a blackjack until he had questioned the 
slbeninee who carried Mr. Calligan to 
ellevue Hospital.

‘The autopsy does not show that Mr. 
Calligan died as a direct result of be- 
ing struck with a blackjack,” said 
Dr. Norris. ‘It shows that he died 
from the effects of a tumor of the brain. 
The tumor was quite a large one. 

Dr. Norris said it was possible that 
hemorrhages, attributed by him to the 
tumpr, could have been caused by a 
blow in the region of the tumor. He 
also suggested that the tumor might 
have been responsible for any hallu- 
cination such as the belief by Mr. 
Calligan that he had been set upon by 
& man with a blackjack. 

Mr. Calliigan was 48 years old and 
was a native of Watertown, Mass. He 
was graduated from the Law School of 
Boston University... He came to New 
York seventeen years ago.

The estate of Robert J. Collier, hend 
of P. F. Collier & Son, was judicially 
settled by Surrogate Jafhes A. Foley, 
yesterday, after accepting an accounting 
filed by the administrators which showed 
that his gross estate was worth $1,0u6,- 
269, and that after debts and other ex- 
penses had been paid there was left 
$242,500 to be paid to the legatees. 

This net estate was far greater than | 
was anticipated two years ago when the 
appraisal was made. At that time the 
residuary estate was placed at only 
$2,194, instead of $5,000,000 as estimated 
soon after his death. The accounting 
showed~-that the residuary estate, which 


was paid to Mr. Collier’s widow, Sarah 
S? Collier, amounted to $54,500. Thd re- 
mainder of the net estate went to Frank 
H. Rice and George G. Kennedy, offi- 
cers of the publishing firm. 

When the schedules of the estate were 
filed in the State Controller’s office for 
appraisal, the representatives of the 
estate insisted that Mr. Collier died in- 
solvent to the extent of $70,000. 


undervalued by $272,916 the publisher's 
bonds of P. F. Collier & Son. ‘Three 
months after the appraisal was made, on 
March 15, 1920, the three beneficiaries 
again contended that at the 
death Mr. Collier was insolvent and they 
therefore objected to the tax of $12,753 
on the net estate. They argued 
the decedent’s bonds of the publishing 
house, appraised at $1,509,296, were an 
obligation and not an asset.

The largest de-| 
duction from the gross estate was that} 
of $1,107,627 for debts owed. Payne 
Whitney was the iargest creditor. 


Large Notes Paid. 


Mr. Whitney held two notes of Mr. 
Collier, amounting .to $582,581 at their 
value. Interest brought their 
worth up to $754,619. One was for $532,- 
581, made on Jan. 14, 1914. and the 
other for $50,000, was dated Nov. 
4, 1912. Among his other liabilities was 
a note to the West Virginia Paper Com- 
pany, amounting to $227,080 at the time 
of his death, and one of $62,053 payable 
to the Charles E. Johnson Ink Company. 

The total expenditures, including the 
bequests, amounted to $1,616,588, the ac- 
counting showed. ‘This left the adminis- 
trators with the balance of $49,680. 

At the time the three residuary lega- 
tees named in the will filed their re- 
nunciation,s they sent a letter to Mrs. | 
Collier in which they said: | 

‘“Much as we regret being placed in a! 
| position in which we might appear to 
|disregard the wishes of our friend, as 
expressed in his will, we feel that we| 
must, nevertheless, decline the bequest | 
of these properties. We feel that the; 
estate should now go to its natural, ulti- 
mate destination and that we should 
therefore, renounce this bequest of the] 
residuary estate in your favor.” 

Mr, Collier died suddenly at his home, | 
1,067 Fifth Avenue, on Nov. 8, 1918, the 
day he returned from France.
